DETROIT, Dec. 17— Faced with 
the tremendous task of adopting 
itself to producing airplane parts 
for the nation's defense program, 
the automobile industry already 
has launched a preparatory agen­ 
da 
involving long 
hours of 
re­ 
search. 
The three most im portant steps 
in 
the preparatory venture, 
ac­ 
cording to leading figures in the 
industry, arc: 
1—Engineering 
exploration 
of 
present aviation construction me­ 
thods. 
2—Adaption of these methods to 
the automotive facilities that will 
be available. 
3— Development of m anufactur­ 
ing plans by drawing from many 
plants 
a 
synchronized 
flow of 
readily assembled, m atching parts. 
See Many Problems 
At the same time, automobile 
m anufacturers are quick to declare 
th at even though they will make 
only parts and not participate in 
final assemblies of aircraft, the 
problems 
to be surmounted are 
many. 
A booklet issued by the Auto­ 
mobile. M anufacturers Association, 
speaks thusly: 
"Airplane construction is prob­ 
ably as much unlike the building 
of an automobile as the latter dif­ 
fers from house construction. The 
fuselage and wings of the plane 
must stand stresses in their daily 
operation to which the automo­ 
bile body is never subjected. 
"Most im portant is the abso­ 
lute requirement th at weight m ust 
he reduced to a minimum, calling 
for use of m etals that have extra­ 
ordinary strength, but only a frae 
Hon of the w eight of automobile 
panels and frames. 
Planes Vastly Complicated 
"The 
big 
planes 
of 
modern 
bombing types are so complicat 
od in design and construction that 
some engineers tend to compare 
them more closely with a small 
battleship or submarine than to 
an automobile. 
"A passenger car weighs a ton 
and a half or two tons. A bombing 
plane of the largest t ^ e , despite 
being built of extrem ely light­ 
weight m aterials, will weigh 20 
tons. 
"Size alone would preclude auto­ 
mobile and truck plants from tak ­ 
ing over this complete const ruc­ 
tion job, even lf the specialized 
engineering involved did not com­ 
pel expert aeronautical supervision 
and managem ent.” 
General Co-operation Needed 
The booklet points out th at "the 
task 
is one 
in which 
airplane 
builders, m ilitary experts and au­ 
tomotive productive men will have 
to work together.” 
To ease future operations and 
to preclude anyone company from 
shouldering a lion’s share of the 
burden, the several industries en­ 
gaged in m anufacturing automo­ 
bile and truck production as well 
as makers of bodies and tools and 
dies and jigs have joined togeth- 
\ er in a centra! aget cy 
Along the same line, the motor 
m anufacturers have agreed to sub­ 
ordinate to the defense assignment, 
usual annual progressive develop­ 
ments in their own field. 
I 
May Delay New Model* 
If the m anufacturers find that 
next year's automobile models can 
he improved without impeding de­ 
fense 
work, such 
improvements 
. will be made. But if the research 
* 
those channels can be directed into 
defense 
lanes 
then 
the 
latter 
rourse will be followed and the 
motoring public will have to go 
_ along accordingly. 
^ 
Defense Commissioner William 
S Knudsen has told the m anufac­ 
turers 
that $500,000,000 in 
air­ 
plane parts contracts will be turn­ 
ed over to them if they think they 
ran hadle the job. The m anufact­ 
urers have assured Knudsen that, 
given time, they can do just that. 
Knudsen w ants to swing into 
production early in 1941. W hether 
his idea on this subject m aterial­ 
izes depends entirely on the speed 
▼ with which tin* auto industry ■ in 
accelerate itself along its new ven­ 
ture.

Tobacco Not Cause 
Analyzing this data, it is prob­ 
able that t-obacco really had little 
to do with bringing about the 
changes in the arteries which 
were fundamental in causing tho 
angina. It is the same thing with 
athletes and so-called “athlete's 
heart’'. It is hard to say exactly 
what anybody means by “ath­ 
lete’s heart” but we do know that 
athletes are likely to die in a 
larger proportion of angina pec­ 
toris than people who have not 
been strenuous athletes in their 
youth. This probably means that 
they are spasmogenic individuals. 
But it is very certain that if 
there is one attack of angina or a 
tendency to angina, tobacco will 1 
tend to make the condition worse 
and to bring on attacks. In other 
words, tobacco does not cause the 
arterial change that results in 
angina, but it may aggravate it 
after angina begins.

PARIS, (via Berlin), Dee. 17—

American correspondents in 
Paris were told by the chief of 
the Agricultural Department of 
the German arm y of occupation. 
Tho .enforced 
evacuation 
of 
from eight to ten millions ot peo­ 
ple from N orthern France, includ­ 
ing from three to four from tho 
farms, in the greatest mass move­ 
ment of history at the very mo­ 
ment when the harvest was m a­ 
turing, proved a tremendous ob­ 
stacle in attem pting to save the 
crops. 
Nevertheless. 
the 
German 
spokesman said, through the em­ 
ployment of several hundred thou­ 
sand w ar prisoners and thousands 
of German troops, remarkable re­ 
sults were obtained. Although the 
sugar beet output will be only 20 
percent of normal, nearly IOO per- 
' cent of the grain crop will be 
saved. The cereal production will 
be 70 percent of normal and with 
present reserves and severe econ­ 
omy will m eet requirements until 
the next harvest. 
Cattle Situation Adverse 
The .situation as regards cattle 
and the milk supply is not so 
good. 
Neglect of live stock dur­ 
ing June and July has reduced the 
butter output by from 55 to 60 
percent, but rigid economy and 
measures to distribute milk and 
butter on a per capita, rather 
than the purchasing-power basis, 
will prevent great hardship in this 
respect. 
The German spokesman denied 
that fodder for cattle is being sent 
to Germany, or that the German 
army of occupation was living on 
the land. 
It was entitled to do 
this, he said, under the Hague 
Convention, but the situation in 
France had been found so critical 
that in order to alleviate the suf­ 
fering of the population, most of 
the arm y’s provisions were being 
I 
imported from Germany. 
The hay crop suffered from the 
fact th at fighting was in progress 
at the moment of the first cu t­ 
ting and the mass flight of the 
population resulted in the loss of 
* 
much of this harvest. 
Results obtained in the second 
cutting were better. 
Meat Shortage Likely 
In consequence, the shortage of 
^ 
meats and fats this w inter m ay 
be serious, but Intelligent and se­ 
vere rationing would m itigate the 
hardships. 
The German spokes­ 
man criticized French psychology 
in the m atter of rationing, as well 
% 
as French farm policies in gen­ 
eral, as depending too much on 
foreign imports, whereas Fiance, 
due 
to 
greater fertility 
could, 
with a wiser policy, come far 
' nearer 
meeting 
home 
demands 
than Germany. 
The French, he insisted, would 
be wise to adopt German ration­ 
ing methods which were based on 
the principle of equality for rich 
and poor, rath er than to continue 
such haphazard methods as m eat­ 
less days or even such ridiculous 
provisions as the suspension of 
sales after certain hours on days 
when m eat could be sold. 
Means 
were not lacking for many to 
evade such measures, he pointed 
out. 
Quite possibly the present situ­ 
ation in France may require the 
extension of the rationing system 
to perm it control not only of es- 
£ sential foodstuffs but also of such 
commodities 
as 
clothing, 
soap, 
cooking oils, etc. Details have not 
yet been worked out. Methods al­

• “Almost every factory is a po­ 
tential producer of defense m ate­ 
rials. and a long view indicates the 
importance of more specific train ­ 
ing of women as demand increases 
for their services, especially in 
types of work for which they are

adaptable

may be new' to them.” 
Break Up of Women W orkers 
As far back as last spring — 
when H itler’s armies invaded the 
low 
countries 
and 
America 
roused herself to a vigorous drive 
to rearm —a Bureau of Employ­ 
ment Security Survey, the depart­ 
ment said, revealed women expe­ 
rienced in industries related to de­ 
fense, as follows:
